Legislators to Be Questioned. 

In addition the committee will begin the 
¢xamination of members of the legislature of 
1909 to determine how many, if any, were 
bribed to vote for Lorimer and what part the 
“jackpot” played in connection with his 
election.

'INOWNAEROPLANE 


Designs Machine on New 
-Lines and Sueceeds in Nav- 
igating the Air. 


WILLARD PRAISES MODEL 


Harold F. McCormick has succeeded in 
fiying in an aeroplane which he designed and 
had built under his own direction. Further 
than this, Mr. McCormick's machine Involves 
an idea which is entirely new in the history of 
aeronautics. 

Mr. McCormick did not wish undue pyb- 
licity given to his flights, and for that rea- 
son he visited the aviation field at a time 
when he would be least likely to attract at- 
tention, On one occasion he drove out to the 
grounds at 4 o'clock in the morning. His 
engine was tuned up and he rose from the 
ground several times, making short glides 
that covered the length of the field. 

Charlies F. Willard, who will be one of the 
stars of the international meet in August, 
visited the fiying field of the Illinois Aero 
club, Fifty-second avenue and Twenty-sixth 
street, yesterday afternoon. 


May Test Machine Today. 

He came to Chicago for the purpose of test- 
ing the McCormick machine. The motor, 
however, needed further adjustment when 
he arrived at the grounds. He said, how- 
ever, that if he could catch a train that would 
bring him to Owensburo, Ky., in time for the 
meet there tomorrow, he would inspect the 
machine again today and possibly make a 
flight in it. 

“Of course, it's impossible to say just 
what this McCormick machine wil! do until 
I have seen it in the air,” gaid the aviator. 
‘‘ Every inventor has ideas of his own. Some 
are good and some arenot. They all have to 
be tried out. Just now the problem is to get 
stability in the alr. 

“The McCormick machine embodies an 
entirely new idea. The wings or planes, in- 
stead of being crosswise, are lengthwise. The 
idea is to efwe the machine longitudinal sta- 
bility, in other words, to lessen greatly the 
danger of taking a header. 


Has Greater Lifting Power. 

‘There is a greater surface of air resist- 
ance in this machine than in any other I have 
seen. 886 square feet, I believe. This, of 
course, means that it will have to have an 
engine of greater lifting power than the 
ordinary biplane.” 
Mr. McCormick, besides his own machine, 
is integested in the Romne-McCormick aero- 
plane, which will be among those entered at 
the meet of the Illinois Aero club, Tuesday. 
This is the umbrella shaped machine which 
met with disaster in Texas and in New York, 
Mr. Romne says that in both of these fields 
he was hampered by the crowds, a difficulty, 
he believes, that he will not have to cope with 
here.

Patrick Fogerty Shot to Death 
In Front of Sister’s House 
In Early Morning. 


MURDERED FOR REVENGE? 


Witness Says One of Three Thugs 
Spoke of ‘‘érrest” Before Fir- 
ing at Biuecoat. 


OTHERS TELL OF A DRINKING BRAWL 


Policeman Patrick Fogerty, traveling out 
of the Hyde Park station, was murdered in 
the Desplaines street district early yester- 
day morning under circumstamces that will 
require close investigation. The department 
heads claim to be mystified. 

A map named O’Brien is locked up on sus- 
picion of knowing something about the cir- 
eumstances, and the police are looking for 
another man by the name of Sullivan, 
Fogerty, who was on furlough and dressed 
in citizens’ clothes, was shot with his own 
revolver in the groin at Halsted and Pearce 
streets at 2:15 o'clock in the morning amd 
died in Grace hospital without making any 
statement at 8 o'clock In the afternoon. 


Official Report Hints at Holdup. 
Subsequently, Sergeant Barren, attached 
to Desplaines street, and claiming to be one 
of the first to reach the wounded man, said 
Fogerty told him he was shot by three men 
who followed him out of M. A. Connelly's 


Chartesa Schultz, the bartender, who was 
taken to the hospital, insisted Fogerty had 
not beem in the place, and neither had there 
been any group of men who might have com- 
mitted the crime. 
_ The oMcial report from the Desplaines 
‘Mreet station to Acting Assistant Chief Hunt 
sets forth that the shooting took,place in 
front of the residence of Fogerty’s sister, 
Mrs. Johanna Costello, 748 Pearce street; 
that Fogerty “was unable to make any 
statement or give a description of his assai)- 
ants,"’ but that “it is supposed he was the 
victim of holdup men, and two or more men 
took a part im the shooting.”’ 

Lieut. Michael Madden of the Desplaines 
street station is inclined to think Fogerty 
was the victim of a holdup. Fogerty was 
known as a heavy drinker. He was dis- 
missed from the force for intoxication last 
summer, but was reinstated a few weeks 
later.

All the men became 
intoxicated, and Fogerty was scarcely able 
to walk when he started for a Halsted street 
car. 
Hannon, who claims to have been the first 
to reach the dying man's side, said he was 
attracted by the shot, and declared that 
everything indicated Fogerty had struggled” 
with his assailants for a distance of at least 
twenty-five feet from the Costello residence.

GERMANY’S ACTS 


rocco Causes Stir in Paris 
and ‘Advice of Brit- 
ain Is Sought.

PARIS, July 2.—The sensation caused by 
Germany's action in sending a warship to 
Agadir, Morocco, showed no signs of abat- 
ing today, and diplomatic circles are said to 
be in a state of ferment. At the president's 
garden party the Moroccan situation was the 
only topic of discussion, and Premier Cai 
laux conversed with most of the diplomats 
present, particularly Baron von Schoen, the 
German ambassador, on the subject. 

The premier and M. de Selves, minister of 
foreign affairs, had a conference tonight, and 
later it was announced that the foreign min- 
ister would not accompany President Fal- 
lieres on his official visit to Holland tomor- 
row, his place being taken by M. Couyba, 
minister of commerce, 

It is said an unofficial reply will be made 
to Germany's communication before Tues- 
day. The cabinet will meet and decide the 
terms of the reply, and the government 
wishes also to have in {ts possession before- 
hand the views of the cabinets of England 
and Russia. 


Cambon Will Meet Grey. 

Paul Cambon, the French ambassador at 
London, received a dispatch last night in- 
structing him to place himself in communtit- 
cation with Sir Edward Grey, the British 
foreign secretary. He will call on Sir Ed- 
ward tomorrow. Jules Cambon, the French 
ambessador at Berlin, had a lengthy confer- 
ence with M. de Selves today. 
Public opinion, as voiced by the French 


alarmist, awaiting a more precise statement 
from Germany. 

The reply of Foreign Minister de Selves 
to Ambassador von Schoen, as reported by 
the Temps, is considered as expressing the 
sentiments of the French public. Accord- 
ing to the Temps, M. de Selves declared thiat 
he could not concea! the surprise and regret 
which the action of Germany had caused 
him. Without exaggerating the gravity of 
affairs, he pointed out thatthe manner 
chosen by the German government to mani- 
fest its anxiety for German interests in 
Morocco was likely’ to seem strange to 
French opinion. 

May Upset Any Conference. 

Attention was called to the ambassador 
that perhaps the dispatch of a warship to 
Agadir, where no trouble had been reported, 
was not calculated to facilitate an eventual! 
conference. 
Briefiy, the French foreign minister con- 
veyed to the German ambassador the im- 
pression that the decision of the imperial 
government, communicated to France after 
its execution, seemed not of a nature td cre- 
ate a grave situation, Dut was hardly in 
conformity with the intention of the two 
powers, as consecrated by the agreement of 
1908. to treat.each other with mutual con- 
fidence and cordiality. 
The Temps does not beileve that Morocco 
will ever again serve as a firebrand for 
European discord, and is of the opinion that 
the whole affair will be ended by négotia- 
tions. 


Plans to Grab District?

Twenty-two Babies Dead. 

Tenement babies were the worst sufferers, 
es a ciass. Before the day was half gone 
burial permits were being applied for with 
terrible regularity, and the day ended with 
@ total of twenty-two babies reported dead 
—about one for each hour of the heat. While 
the health department does not lst such 
deaths as due directly to the heat, the records 
show that nine out of ten infant deaths in the 
heated term are the result of the ailments 
common to poverty—poverty which has not 
the means to protect itself against the hor- 
rors of a hot spell in the city. 

The need: of still more bathing beaches in 
Chicago was forcefully illustrated. Thou- 
gands who wished to swim could not for 
lack of accommodations; other thousands 
Were compelled to mingle with the rowdies 
and riff-raff of the exploited privately oper- 
ated beaches. At Wilson beach a special de- 
tathment of police was helpless in the face 
of a multitude which threw bottles, shrieked 
oaths, and turned the beach generally into a 
ruffians’ gathering place. Women of the 
demi-monde spoke as they pleased, insulted 
where they pleased, and invited where they 
pleased. No one checked their * holiday en- 
goyment.” 

Hundreds See One ‘Drowhing. 

The drowning of Drewie Lickleitter wae 
witnessed by hundreds of bathers, who were 
powerless to aid him. The young man 
plunged from the diving stand at the Lincoln 
Park bathing beach and failed to reappear. 
Thomas Belden, a life saver, dove again and 
again at the point where the boy had dis- 
appeared. After an hour's work his body was 
brought to the surface and taken to under- 
taking rooms at 26274 North Clark street. It 
was later identified by R. C. Sheeps, Lickleit- 
ter’s roommate. Both young men have been 
serving the Chicago Historical society as 
clerks. Young Lickleitter came to Chicago 
recently from Staumton, Va., where his 
people live, 

Chicago’s stay-at-homes suffered more, or 
less, perhaps, than the thousands who went 
by train, boat, and motor into the north re- 

“sports. Many of the stay-at-homes were 
forced to accept the situation, so great was 
the rush to get away. Every boat line leav- 
ing Chicago was swamped with excursion- 
ists. 

The happy-goxlucky spirit of the voyagers 
was shown by thé fact that they were waliz- 
ing and two stepping on the day bvats as 
early as-9 o’clock yesterday morning. Ball- 
rooms opened at 9 o'clock, an hour before 
the heavily freighted steamers went down 
the river. 

The vacationists were of all ages and types. 
There was the short, fat, bald headed father, 
good naturedly elbowing passengers away 
from the dock rail so that his wife and off- 
spring might have best seats. The Theodore 
Roosevelt carried a “silly season” bridal 


_" party, whose names could not be learned. 


4,000 on Milwaukee Ship. 

It is said that the day boats carried about 
15,000 passengers, divided evenly, except that 
the big whaleback Christopher Columbus, 
bound for Milwaukee, carried nearly 4,000. 

Church, lodge, and athletic clubs made up 
picnic parties on several of.the boats. The 
Roosevelt along carried eight different par- 
ties—the uniform rank of the Modern Wood- 
men of America, the Jeffersonian club, the 
Protected Home circle, the Del Rey Athletic 
club, - the Homewood Athletic club, St. Nich- 
olas fife and drum corps, the Wheeling club, 
and the West Side club. 

Tickets for passage were not only sold at 
boat offices, but way uptown. Ticket sellers 
competed with newsboys in attracting 
passersby.. Most of these itinerant ticket 
officers were ]odge or society men and women 
anxious to swell the size of their outing 
party. 

Babies’ Chief Need? Ice! 

Twenty-two babies died from heat oppres- 
sion. Twenty-two babies would have lived, 
*gurviving to robust maturity, if doctors are 
to be believed, ifa common lov e of babies is 
sincere. 

Chicago has good reason to expect heat 
crests durirg July and August that will set 
precedents for the weather records. June 
was the harbinger for this summer season of 
suffering. June set records. What if July 
and August will go beyond thermometer high 
marks? 

Whether or not the weather in the middle 
summer season surpasses all other torrid 
days. there is no doubt that the babies and 
the sick of the poor will lie-in misery—and, 
probably, expire—because of needed cooling 
of food. 

What housewife does not know that milk 
decomposes rapidly {n summer months when 
there is no ice in the house? Fancy swelter- 
"ing in bed all.day—air scant, neat intense; 
no ice for relief. 

‘Babies are naturally more sensitive to at- 
mospheric conditions than grownups. If an 
adult, with his volition, complains severely 
all day because of upper-ninety tempera- 
tures, how does a delicate infant feel, lying 
in a hot bed, in a stuffy tenement, with bad 
yentilation and perfunctory attention? Is 
there any chance for this baby when there Is 
not a pound of ice in the house? 

For the sixth season THE TRIBUNZ opens 
tts ice fund. Charities there are the year 
around that go to help and save the poor. 
Surely there is no mote commendable, neces- 
sary help for the poor infants than ice in 
the summer time. Baby mortalities in the 
hot months emphasize this. Right now is 
when the terrible toll of deaths is being called 
in the poor districts. Child welfare organiza- 
tions have compiled charts showing the awful 
percentage of deaths in neighborhoods of 
laborers, marking each death with .a dot. 
These dots are being sprinkled over the map 
of Chicago.today. Ice would check many 


ef these dot marks.

ASKED TO SIGN RELEASE. 


Explains Gem Recovery: Declares She 
Befriended Mrs. W. A. Russell. 


New York, July 2—{Spectal.J—Mrs. Helen 
Dwelle Jenkins, who has eharged Nathan 
Allen, the multimilitonaire leather manu- 
facturer of Kenosha, Wis., and John R. Col- 
lins, president of the Memphis Coal company, 
with smuggling into this country a fortune 
in jewels, answered tonight the sensational 
charges made against her by Mrs. William 
A. Russell of Yonkers. 

Mrs. Jenkins not only answered Mrs. Rus- 
sell, but also made a complete statement 
concerning her relations with Allen and Col- 
lins, and threw considerable light upon the 
disappearance of her gems, which has been 
called by the police “‘an Arabian Nights’ 
mystery.’’ 

She told in detail how the jewels had been 
returned to her, how she had been detained 
at Evanston. Ill., while a detective at pted 
to force her to sign an agreement releas- 
ing Allen from all future claims, and how, in 
order to regain her jewels, she had to put her 
name te such a document. 


Calls Mrs. Russell Unfortunate. 

‘In the first place, let mé make it plain 
that I consider Mrs. Russejl a most unfortu- 
nate woman,”’ she said, “and I would not 
say a single word against her were it not 
to set the public right on some of the points 
she has made. 

“TI offered her the use of my apartment in 
the Lorraine for a few days, and there I fed 
her, clothed her, and furnished her children 
with food. In return for this I am at- 
tacked, called uncouth, illiterate, and an 
adventuress. I deny I am illiterate. 

‘*My real reason for taking Mrs. Ruseell 
to live with me was to bring about a recon- 
cillation between herself and her husband. 
She would not go away. Finally I told her 
that she must go. Her reply to this was a 
threat, and she stayed until after the rob- 
bery.” 


Tells Experience with Detective. 

Mrs. Jenkins told her experience with 
Supt. Sutherland of the Chicago branch of 
the Mooney & Boland, Detective agency, 
who returned the stolen jewels to her. 

“I did not meet Mr. Sutherland in New 
York until four days after the Jewels were 
taken from my strong box,” she said. “I 
had known him in Chicago, and when ha 
learned of the theft he sent me e dozen tele- 
grams offering ‘ assistance. } 

“ Then ne began to talk about my signing 
a paper releasing Mr. Allen. I told him 


I had no claim against Mr. Allen, that I 


wanted no money, and that my only wish was 
to get back my gems. 

*“ One day I was summoned to Chicago to 
identify my jewels, which Mr. Sutherland 
said he had found in the hands of a crook. 
I was accompanied by Mr. Morris, Lieut. 
Braun of the Central office, and a sister. At 
Evanston Collins entered the train and told 
me to get off. I trusted him, then, and I 
unhesitatingly went with him, leaving the 
rest to go on to Chicago. 

“I was taken to a house and held a prisoner 
while effort was made to make me sign a 
paper releasing Mr. Allen from all claims. 
I was offered all sorts of inducements, but 
refused, and it was only when I threatened 
to send for Lieut. Braun that they let me go.”’

Inquiry Likely to Result in 
That or Measures to 
Curb Trust. 


CUT IN’ RATES CERTAIN. 


Government May Take Over Busi- 
ness or Bar Companies 
from Railways. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 
Washington, D. C., July 2,—[Special.’ 
That the forthcoming investigation of ex- 
press companies ordered yesterday by the 
interstate commerce commission will result 
in an unprecedented reduction of transpor- 
tation rates is regarded here as a foregone 
conclusion. But, while a reduction of the 
notoriously exorbitant rates charged by the 
express companies appears certain, there are 
other and more far reaching results within 

the possibilities. 

Upon the findings of the interstate com- 
meérce commission as to the operations of the 
express trust congress may legislate to ac- 


reforms: 

Abolishment of the express companies, 
with the requirement that the business 
be carried on by the ralilro@ds at rates 
approved by the commerce commission, 

Restriction of express companies to 
transportation other than railway. 

Assumption of all express business by 
the government, the present companies 
selling their equipment and rights at an 
agreed valuation. 

Prohibition of express companies car- 
rying mailable matter, thus restoring the 
postal monopoly to the government. 


Companies Realize Situation. 

The prospect is anything but pleasing te 
the interests controlling the ¢xpress com- 
panies and the indications are that they 
realize the situation and its possibilities.

MAIL EMPLOYES COMPLAIN. 


Them Toil Longer. 


Declaring that the project to inaugurate 
“penny postage” is the scheme of “ big 
business interests,” the Chicago Federation 
of Labor yesterday adopted a resolution de- 
nouncing it. 

The present economical administration of 
Postmaster General Hitchcock has required 


extra hours without pay, the resolution said, 
and also has required letter carriers to 


poor service in mail deliveries. 


Point,to Reduction in Pay. 

The federation aiso deplores the recently 
revealed fact that no economy has been 
effected in the compensation paid to railroads 
for transportation of mails. The resolution 
was introduced by Oscar F. Nelson. head of 
the Postoffice Employés’ union in Chicago. 

“ The latest injustice to postal clerks was 
done Saturday,:’ he said. ‘‘ A number of the 
oldest employés were told that their salaries 
had been reduced. Some of the salaries 
were cut $100 and others $200 a year. This 
arbitrary reduction was made without af- 
fording the clerks a hearing or an oppor- 
tunity to defend their records as faithful em- 
ployés, entitled to the pay they are receiv- 
ing.” 


Clerks Have Been Organizing. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock is now ac- 
tively codperating with a so-called “ penny 
postal league,’’ which is composed of mail 
order business men, who will be the principal 
beneficiariés of ‘‘ one cent-”’ postage should 
the proposition be established. 

For the last year a secret organization 
among railway postal clerks has been going 
on.

GAINED FAME AS POET. 


Soldier and Statesman, He Also 
Was Well Known as Gifted 
Humorist. 


Colorado Springs, Cold, July 2.—[Special. ] 
ebugene IF. Ware, United States pension 
gommissioner under Roosevelt and one of 
the most prominent lawyers of the west, 
died suddenly from heart disease last night 
at Cascade, a Summer resort near here. He 
recently had arrived from his home at Cher- 
okee, Kas. He was 70 years old. 

He seemed to be in his usual health this 
morning when he retired to his cottage, the 
“Never Mind,” in Cascade cafion, about 1] 
@clock and started to undress. Without a 
warning he fell backwards on the bed and 
died five minutes later. 

Mr. Ware's greatest fame came to him 
under the name of “ Ironquill’/’ It was under 
this pen name that he published ** The Wash- 
ew 's Song” and many other poems, 
It was not only as a poet that he was known. 
He was author of many books law and 
also transiated and edited many ancient 
jegal books.. His history of lowa's troops in 
the civil war is accepted as authoritative. 

Mr. Ware considered his poetry writing as 
@ pleasure and although several of his books 
ot yerse went into several editions 
fused to accept the profits on them, giving 
the proceeds to some worthy cause, 

Besides being a poet, Mr. Ware was noted 
as a soidier, lawyer and political leader, 


Born in Hartford, Conn. 

Pugene F. Ware was born at Hartford, 
Conn., on May 29, 1841. -He was the son of 
Hiram B. and Amanda M. Ware. He was 
@ lineal descendant of “Robert Ware, one 
of the early settiers of Massachusetts. He 
was educated at the public schools of Hart- 
ford, and when young removed with his 
parents to Burlington, ia:, there continuing 
his education in the public schools. 

At the outbreak of the civil war in 1861 
he enlisted in the First lowa Volunteer 
infantry, April13, the same day Fort Sumter 
was fired on. He served throughout the 
entire War and ware mustered out of service 
on June 1, 1866, with the rank of captain of 
cavalry, being at the time an aid-de-camp of 
Maj. Gen. G. M. Dodge, theretofore one of 
Gen. Sherman's corps commanders. 


Mr. Ware removed to Fort Scott, Kas., in. 


1867, studied law, and pwas admitted to the 
bar in 1871. He was a member of the state 
senate of ILansas two terms, was commis- 
gpioner for Kansas at the celebratidn of the 
Yorktown centennial, and commissioner at 
large to the. Washington centennial in New 
York City. 

He was appointed federal commissioner of 
pensions in 1902, 


Objected to Public Praise. 

The humor which showed in ail of Mr. 
Ware's writing also was present in his daily 
life. 
which he sent toa Topeka paper which wag 
gounding his praises when he was appointed 
commissioner. This letters reads: 

“Will.you kindly omit {n your paper all 
further allusions to me? I am being over- 
praised. Ina little while, by the law of com- 
pensation, I will be overblamed: Glorifica- 
tion notices will nauseate my friends and 
provoke my enemies. 

“If I should be confirmed and then accept, 
and should enter upon my duites as commis- 
sioner of pensions, I will be handicapped by 
these contending emotions. 

“ And when, at last, my exterior shall deco- 
rate the fence, as it certainly must in time, 
my frineds will have no incentive to weep 
and my enemies will have no_restraint upon 
their levity. Therefore, please don’t give 
them any more.” 


PLAN TO BUY UP PALESTINE 
PIECEMEAL FOR THE JEWS. 


Proposal to Purchase 100,000 Acres a 
Year Laid Before Convention of 
Federation of American Zionists. 


Tannersville, N. Y., July 2.»-To buy 100,000 
Scres of land annually in Palestine in order 
to establish colonies of Jews was the prin- 
cipal proposition placed before the four- 
teenth annual convention of the Federation 
of American Zionists. ‘This proposition was 
made by the national fund commission. 

The commission reported that in addition 
to the thirty-eight agricultural colonies es- 
tablished in Palestine through the efforts 
of Zionists a residential suburb for artisans 
had been established close to Jaffa. 

It was recognized today that the policy of 
the Young Turk party, aiming toward the 
nationalization of the Turkish empire and 
in opposition to the autonomy of the vari- 
‘ous nationalities within the empire, was 
bound to delay the realization of the Zion- 
ists’ purpose to secure a Home for the Jews 
in Palestine and that the movement would 
have a better immediate prospect for regain- 
ing the Jewish national soil if the opposition 
should triumph.

MAY FORCE ELECTIONS. 


English People Take Little Interest in 
Poliiical Crisis. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

LONDON, July 2,—With the coronation 
week over, the house of lords was the first 
body to turn to the serious work of consider- 
‘Ing the parliament bill. One week has been 
enough ta show how matters stand. It is to 


be seen, that they are much the same ag 
_ they were before the adjournment. The gov- 


ernment does not show a sign of accepting 
any of lLansdowne’s amendments, and 
neither the government nor the opposition 
shows any signs of willingness to com- 
promise. 

Again, there is talk of another appeal! to the 
country for a dissolution of parliament in 
July and a general election in August. Prob- 
ably no step could be more unpopular with the 
country itself, but if the lords refuse to 
swallow the bill and the government, under 
the stress of its dictators, stands firm, no 
other course seems open unless it takes the 
step from which it naturally shrinks—that is, 
the creating of 500 new peers to swamp the 
present house of lords. 

Sees Hope for Unionists. 

Some of the Unionist papers, such ae the 
Times, profess to believe that there is a 
great change of opinion with regard to Union- 
ist prospects at the next election, but the 
more general opinion is that another election 
will strengthen the Le in the house 
of commons. 

Taking thie view, the Spectator pleads for 
the opposition to swallow the bill, and de- 
clares that “ pressure of Radical opinion out- 
side holds the government and its allies in so 
tight a grip that there is not the slightest 
chance of penetrating the phalanx, but the 
moment that the parliament bill passes the 
pressure will berelaxed. What is now an un- 
broken line will become one of the gaps and 
breaks through which the Unionist attack 
can get home.” 

Interest of People Small, 

But the English people do not seem to 
realize that they face a political situation 
of the first magnitude. Popular opinion still 
seems unstirred and not even the closing 
paragraph of the king’s letter to the people 
has been appreciated in its full significance.

1100 LOOKS POR WARMER WINTERS | 


Maj. Marriott Points Out Ice Is 
Retreating in Polar Regions. 


CHANGE IN AXIS THE CAUSE. 


British Scientist Believes Obliquity of 
the Earth Diminishing. 


LONDON, July 2.—* Why We May Ex- 
pect Warmer Winters” is the comforting title 
of a pamphiet published by Major R. A. 
Marriott. 

“ Capt. Scott,” writes Major Marriott, “on 
his return from the Antarctic expedition, 
emphasized the rapidity with which the 
South Polar ice was retreating. It is a well 
known fact that in the northern regions a 
similar condition of things is taking place. 


Change in Canada. 

“In Canada certain lands bordering on the 
north have been hitherto reported too ice- 
bound for agricultural operations, but large 
tracts have now been found to present favor- 
able climatic conditions ‘owing to some 
change that has taken place. 

‘‘Iceland now belies jts name, for in mid- 
December, 1910, theré was no snow and 
scarcely any frost.”’ 

Major Marriott suggests that the change 
is due to the diminishing obliquity of the 
earth’s axis. 


Diagrams of Variations, 

In two diagrams he depicts the world at 
different stages of its history, first in the 
year 1354 B. C.. when the globes swung at 
an inclination of 35 degrees. The polar 
regions then occupied a far greater extent 
than they do today, and the glacial epoch 
was reigning over the earth: The other dia- 
gram shows the present obliquity of 28 ge- 
grees, with the polar regions considerably 
shrunken. 

“The year 2205, A. D.,” continues Major 
Marriott, “‘marks the apex of the genial 
period, when the contrast between summer 
and winter will be least. 
885 years ahead of us, and we might reason- 
ably expect each century of approach to 
show some slight modification of climate.” 
ae

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RESTORING ORDER IN MEXICO. 

De La Barra’s provisional government in 
Mexico, employing the federal army and the 
Maderist together in, operations, seems to 
be successful in putting down the brigand- 
age and outlawry which came with and in 
the wake of the revolution. Figueroa has 
been put in charge of the rurales and his 
good intentions are not in doubt. 

Organized disturbance is restricted to two 
or three prominent bad men, but rioting, 
murder, and looting are outcroppings 
wherever unprotected wealth tempts attack. 
Quick punishment was given the instigator 
of ar assault on the person and property of 
Baron Von Hiller of the Hacienda Pardo, 
near San Luis. Potosi. It was peculiar in 
incident but probably typical of the dangers 
which will threaten until the country has 
been pacified. 

Andreas Lara, a local judge, made it pos- 
sible for the peons to get liquor. When they 
were intoxicated, some 400 in number, they 
were incited to an attack from which the 
baron and his servants barely escaped with 
their lives after several assailants had been 
killed. An alarm was sent to San Luis 
Potosi and thirty Maderist troopers re- 
sponded, They found Lara busy gathering 
up the rioters who were coming out of their 
intoxication. Ostensibly he was a vigilant 
officer of the law, but. the prisoners had a 
strange tale to tell of his part in starting 
the trouble. 

The troopers searched his home and found 
a quantity of the stolen property. Lara con- 
fessed. He was backed up against a tree 
and shot. 

Ricardo Flores Magon, the socialist held 
responsible for the disturbances in Lower 
California, has been arrested in Los Angeles 
for yielation of neutrality laws, and the 
Magonists are being dispersed by the fed- 
erals aud Maderists. Sixty disturbers who 
were holding Mexicali are reported to have 
sold their “ possession” to the citizens for 
$10 apiece. 

Federal troops have been sent after brig- 
ands who hate been holding up traffic to 
the south.

They are trying their best to put through a 
barefaced iniquitous million dollar job. 

If these men had been conscientious, /f 
they had had any respect for public op 
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questions Commissioner Czarnecki asked, 
and would have agreed to some at least of 
the motions he made. No, the business had 
to be * jammed through.” 

Men who had any regard for their reputa- 
tions would have agreed that it was only fair 
to ask the people who would have to pay for 
the machines whether they ‘wished to 
spend a millionforthem. They would have 
agreed that only-a few machines should be 
purchased at first; so that there might be a 
fair trial. They would have agreed that 
the defects pointed out by theirown experts 
should be remedied before any contract was 
entered into. But acceptance of any of 
these common sense propositions would have 
balked or hung up the job. 

But it takes something more than two 
conscienceless election commissioners to 
unload on the voters and make them pay for 
a lot of untried machines. That was a per- 
tinent question of Commissioner Czarnecki, 
* Where is the money to come from?” 
There can be no money unless the conncil 
shall vote it- It cannot be forged tqvote the 
million dollars. Does anybody suppose that 
it can be bought up? If the election com- 
missioners were to buy a few machines to 
find out how the voters took to them the 
council doubtless would vote the money, and 
it is not in on the million dollar scheme. 


THE COUNTY CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 
The new county civil service law is no 
more welcome to the politicians who now 
have the say in county affairs than to those 
who hope to have it in the future. Natu- 
rally the former are making the best of 
what they consider a bad business. They 
have made all the removals they could and 
put in their personal or political friends 
who will now have the protection the law 
gives. They have simply done what Repub- 
lican politicians, similarly situated, would 
have done. 

The men who have been turned out may 
not have been at the start any better than 
the men who have replaced them. But 
they have had experience and the changes 
may impair a little the efficiency of some 
departments... There will be ao such im- 
pairment, however, as there would be if 
the president of the drainage board were 
allowed to dismiss a number of highly trained 
and indispensable employés. The substitu- 
tion of one clerk for another makes littie 
difference. The removal of experts is a 
serious matter, not to, be tolerated. 

Now that the fear of wholesale and ar- 
bitrary dismissals for political reasons has 


| been removed the county employés onght to 


let politics alone and pay more attention 
to their work thanin the past. Those among 
the new men who shall prove themselvés 
utterly incompetent should be weeded out 
gradually, though that may be difficult, be- 
cause of the influence they may have, be- 
eause it is not always easy to cohvince civil 
service commissioners of a man’s incompe- 
tency, and because many judges are ready 
to reinstate men who have been discharged 
for cause. 

The complete benefits of the merit system 
ean be. had only when there is a civil serv- 
ice commission composed of men who ape 
not puppets-of the appointing power, but 
who are intelligent, conscientious, devoted to 
their work. The new mode of selecting 
members of the commission may help mat- 
ters somewhat, but the choice of the best 
men is not to be hoped for. 

Therefore it will be necessary for the 
friends of the merit system to be always on 
the alert. Yhe eivic organizations whieh 
have been instrumental in getting the law 
should be its vigilant guardians. When they 
see it-violated, or evaded, they should be 
quick to call public attention to it, and secure 
the full support of popular sentiment. ‘hat 
is the best guaranty of the enforcement of 
laws. 

We have after many years’ effort the 
merit system for Cook county. Much good 
will ensue, even if the new law be half-heart- 
edly administered. To secure the best re- 
sults it must have the support of the peo- 
ple.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. E

RANCE'S new prémier, Joseph Callaux, 
is one of the most unpopular men in 
France, by reason of his reputation 
for skill.in devising new imposts and 
his championship of the income tax 

system, which is resented as an inquisitorial 

intrusion into the private life of citizens. 

Some time ago, when he was minister of 
finance in the Clemenceau administration, he 
created a great outcry by proposing that 
fox, deer. and boar hounds should pay a 
heavy tax in addition to the ordinary dog 
tax. The uproar raised by this proposal was 
enormous, when the fact is borne in mind that 
there are only about 150 packs of hounds 
still kept for hunting purposes in France. 

Hunts, however, are regarded as aristo- 
cratic. It is considered smart to be identified 
with hunts, and, failing that. to be intelligent- 
ly interested in that particular form of sport. 

The Marquis de |’Aigle, who enjoys with 
regard to hunting in France much the same 
pretminence that is held by Lord Lonsdale 
in England, called upon Minister Caillaux, in 
the name of the St. Hubert club, of the Jockey 
club, and of the leading horse breeders’ asso- 
ciationg, in order to inform him the proposed 
tax would absolutely do away with hunting 
in France, since the owners of every ome of 
the packs in France had decided to get rid of 
their hounds if the impost became law. 

He pointed out to the minister, more- 
over, that whereas the tax would bring ina 
relatively small sum, the loss to the allied 
interests would amount to something like 
$15,000,000 a year, since the abolition of hunt- 
ing would mean the discharge of all the serv- 
ants employed in connection with the hunt, 
and losses to horse dealers, horse shoers, 
tailors, bootmakers, blacksmiths, saddlers, 
livery stables, etc. 

These arguments, eloquently submitted to 
Minister Gaillaux, proved effective. For 
the minister, realizing that if the packs of 
hounds were abolished as threatened by the 
marquis, there would be none left to tax, 
abandoned his project, and the future of 
hunting was saved from extinction in France.

The interview between the mdrquis and the 
statesman must have been entertaining. For 
it is difficult to conceive a greater contrast 
than that which exists between the new pre- 
mier, who isan expert financier of the French 
red-tape order, blended with a professor of 
the School of Political Sciences, and Robert 
de l’'Aigle, who was secretary of embassy in 
London and Vienna during the last ten years 
of the Napoleonic empire. , 

The latter married a daughter of the his- 
toric house of de Colbert, and who, a noble 
of the old school, leads at his chateau of 
Franc-Port, near Compeigne, the life of a 
great territorial magnate, devoted to hunting 
and to horse breeding, his other pastimes 
consisting of water-color painting and the 
collection of rare books. 

Caillaux is a son of the engineer of the 
same name, who, with the Belgian, De 
Gamond, first conceived the idea of construct- 

between 
Calais and Dover, and drew Sir Edward Wat- 
kin, then president of the South Eastern rall- 
road, running from DUondon to Dover, into 
adopting the plan. 

The tunne! would: have become an accom- 
plished fact at the time had it not been for 
the opposition of the English military au- 
thorities, headed by Mield Marshal Lord 
Wolseley, who declared the existence of the 
tunnel would imperil England's means of 
military defense, and so scared the English 
people that parliament declined to give its 
sanction to the scheme. 

Premier Caillaux has a certain likeness to 
the late Duc de Moray, and rather cultivates 
the resemblance by affecting what he im- 
agines to be the’ manner of the famous half 
brother of Napoleon [Il1., It is\owing to this, 
rather than ‘to any dissipation in the past, 
that he conveys the impression of a former 
viveur,-or ex-rake. He is happily married 
to*a rich and charming widow, whose large 
fortune makes him wholly independent of the 
emoluments of office, and also of any danger 
of having to restrict his expenditures in the 
event of his income tax bill becoming law.

It ig curious that; Caillaux’s advent to 
power as premier should have followed so 
closely the political manifesto issued the 
other day by Prince Victor Napolecn, after 
a long period of silence. In this he states 
that “ France should not tolerate a master, 
but wishes a leader,’ and, disclaiming all 
dynastic rights, insists that “the name of 
Napoleon stands for the sovereignty of the 
nation, civic equality, likerty of conscience, 
and the plebescite,”’ that is to sey, popular 
vote and universal suffrage. 

For Prince Napoleon some two years ago 
came out in the most flat footed way agdinst 
the proposal to introduce the incometax into 
France as a hateful and intolerable invasion 
of the privacy of the citizen and ag introduc- 
ing a form of tyranny to which no French 
monarchy would have ever dared to commit 
itself. 

In fact, Prince Napoleon (whose wife, Prin- 
cess Clementine of Belgium, is about to be- 
come a@ mother) stands in the eyes of the 
French people as a declared adversary of the 
income tax project of thénew French pre- 
mier. , 

Should Princess Clementine have a son, the 
event will prove of considerable interest on 
both sides of the Atlantic. For it will pre- 
serve the imperial line of Bonaparte from 
extinction. 

Were Prince Victor Napoleon and his 
only brother, Prince Louis Napoleon (the 
latter of whom is unmarried), to die without 
issue, the sole remaining representatives of 
the Bonaparte family would be Charies 
Bonaparte of Baltimore, attorney genera} 
in the Roosevelt cabinet, and his nephew, 
Jerome Bonaparte of Washington, respec- 
tively the grandson and great-grandson of 
the great Napoleon's youngest brother, Je- 
rome, by his first and American wife, Miss 
Elizabeth Patterson of Baltimore.

colm to the herole King. Robert Bruce of 
Scotiand, and then through the stuarts to 
the House of. Hanover, and that, < Coburg, 
to George V., the descent is as direct and as 
incontrovertible as any descent in ancient or 
modern history. 

Of course, there are other Persons, some 
of them great Irish nobles, and others mere 
commoners, besides hundreds of persons in 
the United States, who can show descent 
from the ancient. kings of Ireland. 

All thore who wish to have further particu. 
lars of ‘this Irish ancestry of King George 
I.would refer to the works of the late sir 
Bernard Burke. Ulster king at arms; to

PAVING AND MAINTAINING 
STREETS.  ._ a 
Chicago, June 29.—[ To the Friend 

People. }—If a street is ordered paved/at the 
expense of the abutting property owners and 
it is done and paid for, is it lawful to require 
the property owners to pay for repaving the 
same street, say within fifteen years, or any 
other time? The street is dedicated to the 
city, it controls it, and not the owners of 
property fronting thereon. city issues 
licenses pefmitting so-ealled public util- 


ity corporations to dig up the street for 
such purposes as they see fit, and 
then they are very lax in seeing to it 
that the corporations replace the surface 
in as good condition as they found it. 
The street is traveled over by the public 
with all kinds of vehicles, notably automo- 
biles, which are notoriously destructive of 
streets. ‘I‘he street is not destroyed by the 
owners of abutting property, and it seems to 
me a gross injustice to require said owners to 
repave. Is there a fixed law on the subject, 
~and, if so, what.is it? M. 

A street having been paved and the paving paid 
for by special tax on the abutting property mey 
be ordered repaved whenever and es often as it is 
necessary in order to keep the street in safe condi- 
tion for travel. mee 
_,& macedam pavement is guaranteed for two 
years; other forms of pavement for five years. 
Usually a macadam pavement is good for eight to 
tem years and other forms of pavements from fif- 
teen to twenty years. In the meantime repairs, 
if needed, are frequently made out of the vehicle 
tax fund, but when a street by reason of traffic or 
otherwise becomes so badly worn out that it can- 
not be economically repaired, a new pavement is 
ordered and a new assessment is levied on the 
abutting property for the cost of the same. The 
city is not a third person, but is in fact the people 
living within its territorial Hmits. 

The city officials are controlled in their actions 
by the city council, which ts elected by the peo- 
ple, and is their lawful 
matter of course, the public has the right of use 
for all kinds of vehicles over all streets, and it is 
doubtful if any individual property owner would 
desire to make a rule that any one riding in an 
automobile should not be permitted to come to his 
house. Although the owner of a piece of property 
may not himself own any kind of vehicle, he may 
have occasion to require almost any kind of ve- 
hicle to come to his property, including services 
that may be rendered through the fire department, 
the police department, or the health department. 

Fully 90 per cent of the property owners desire 
to have streets paved and maintained in good order 
and repair. If this is to be done it must be paid 
for, and it is more economical to provide such im- 
provements periodically by direct tax than it is to 
pay annuelly an indirect tax into a general fund 
and then take chances om getting the street re- 
paved. 

The law is that the property owners should be 
notified when the matter of repaving a street ie up 
for consideration, and that is done in all cases.

SCHOOL VACATIONS AND 
EMPLOYMENT. 

Chicago, Jane 29.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—The morning papers tell of the host of chil- 
dren who seek permission of the schoo! board 
to work during the summer vacation, and, In- 
cidentally, I noted the statement that many 
of them were not obliged to take positions in 
order to aid the family. This morning a deli- 
cate little girl, looking to be hardly more 
than 12 years old, tapped timidly at my office 
door and asked if I needed a girl for office 
work. I could but pity the child as I was 
obliged to refuse her plea. 

It would seem as though most of the horde 
of children who are let loose to flood the 
labor market or play in the streets would be 
far better off in school, even though the 
weather is hot. We read daily of the number 
of children who are bitten by dogs, and we 
noted the plea for the use of the streeis for 
playground purposes in the tenement dis- 
tricts, and the question again arises, why 
not. provide some means of keeping the chil- 
dren off the streets and agreeably as 
well as profitably occupied? Fathers who 
earn the living for families cannot lodék after 
their children, and too often mothers must 
supplement the wages of their husbands or 
become the sole breadwinners for their chil- 
dren. Hence they cannot devote themselves 
either to instructing or entertaining the lit- 
tle ones, and it is a problem to them as to 
what the children.will do when left to them- 
selves. 

When in the schoolroom they are safe and 
profitably occupied. Why not continue some 
school work during the summer for al! chil- 
dren, insteed of the select few? Why close 
costly structures for ten weeks and let the 
children become hoodlums or be put to labor? 
No manufacturer allows a valuable plant to 
remain idle for a long term annually. When 
a factory closes down it is termed an eco- 


nomic waste. Why should the factories where 
men and women are in the making close 
down and let the product run to waste?

Juanita Seven Minutes Behind, After 
Meeting with Trouble, 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 2.—[Special.]—Under 
every stitch of canvas it could carry and with 
its lee rail smothered in foam, Dr. Baum’‘s 
schooner yacht Amorita led the way into the 
harbor here this morning at eight minutes 
after 4and won the Herbst cup, in the cruise 
from Chicago which started Saturday after- 
noon, But it was a lucky win.

IN OLYMPIC GAMES OF 1912. 


Another Unbeatable Squad Is Predicted 
for World’s Event—C. A. A. Team 
Returns from Pittsburg.

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That America will be represented by an- 
other unbeatable track and field team in the 
Olympic games at Stockholm, Sweden, next 
summer was predicted by experts after the 
remarkable performances registered in the 
National A. A. U. championships at Pitts- 
burg on Saturday. Three records were broken 
while the time made in other events seemed 
fast enough to insure victories abroad next 
year. / 

The Chicago Athletic association team.

Let an improvement association be started and then appoint a fiy fight- 
ing committee. If the town has a health officer enlist him in the work. The com- 
mittee must visit the owners of every stable in the place and induce them to keep 
the horse manure in closed boxes and mixed with chloride of lime or sprinkled with 
kerosene and carbolic acid diluted with water. The manure should be removed from 
town as often as possible and taken to farms and gardens, where, if spread out 
thinly, it will not afford breeding places for flies. Don’t let the stablemen maintain 
it in unprotected piles. 

Next, make a house to house canvass on the garbage question. If farmers do 
not come for town garbage as feed for cattle, have all house refuse burned. Tin 
braziers can be bought for a small sum. Insist on people screening their houses. if 
flies get into homes destroy them by burning twenty drops of carbolic acid or some 
pyrethrun powder ona hot shovel with thy doors and windows closed. 

Search the town for filth ani insist on its removal by the person responsible for 
it. The old fashioned vault is a source of fly breeding in small towns. Chloride of 
lime, kerosene, and carbolic acid should @e poured into the vaults. Insist that the 
owners ¢o this,
